tirely of heavy PFullmans, and the light 
passeffwer car was hurled fifty teet from the 
track, broken and smashed by the terrible 
force of the biow. The express train escaped 
injury and the engineer immediately stopped 
his train. The crash of the colliding trains 
and the screams and shrieks of the unfortu- 
nate persons pinned beneath the broken tim- 
bers of the wrecked car iced attracted an

 WASmINGTON, b. 3 Feb. 22.—All night 
Jong the House continued in session over the 
consideration of the car-coupling , bil! which 
passed the Senate two weeks azo. The es- 
sence of the bill is that part of it which pro- 
vides that all railway trains carrying inter- 
state commerce from and after Jan. 1, 1698, 
must be equipped with steam brakes and 
automatic coupling attachments, so that it 
will not be necessary for train men to go be- 
tween the cars to couple them as now. 

‘The opponents of the bill adopted fillpus- 
tering tactics to prevent its passage, intro- 
ducing motions to postpone and to adjourn 
upon which roll-calls were ordered. 

The incidents of the all-night session were 
sifailar to those occuring on such occasions. 
Wit and humorous parley prevailed, but oc- 
casionally a harsh word uttered intentionally 
or unintentionally would stir up strife among 
the members and would lend.a somewhat 
dramatic effect to the proceedings, or rather 
to the lack of proceedings. Under the guise 
of questions of personal privilege a 
number of gentlemen availed themselves 
of the opportunity to state their 
views on the car coupler bill and acrimonious 
olloquies were not infrequent, but taken as 
a whole, the session gave rise to no continn- 
ous bad feeling,and as the hours passed away 
the members became less aggressive and 
more sleepy. The door of thechamber was 
strewn with papers, large papers, small pa- 
pers and scraps of papers of almost infinitely 
small proportions. Members lounged in their 
chairs, reposed on the many sofas or congre- 
gated in the cloak-rooms to enjoy a cozy chat 
and a fragrant cigar. Occasionally the 
loungers became, to a certain extent, in- 
terested in the proceedings; occasionally they 
would turn an attentive ear to what was 
going on in the House.

The Trade With Frazil Too Small to Pay 
Expenses. 


New York, Feb, 22.—The United States and 
Brazil Mail and Steamship Co. isin a bad way 
financially unless the stockholders go pretty 
deep into their pockets. Collis P. Hunting - 
ton, one of the directors, said last night that 
its vessels are not likely to make many more 
voyages to South American waters, The 
condition of the company was made public 


by libels filed in the United States Court yes- 
terday on four ofits vessels. Solomon les 
has for the last eight or nine years supplied 
the ships with meat. His claims amount to 
$9,000. His lawyers filed a libel against the 
steamer Alliancia, which arrived here ves. 
terday, for $1,485; one against the VIgllancia 
for $1,837, and against the Advance for $683, 
For many years the business of the steam 
ship company has not enabled it to pay its 
debts. Wm. lIvens, President of the com- 
pany, returned from Brazila few days ago 
after making arrangements with the Brazil 
Government to renew its annual subsidy of 
about $100,000 to the line. The company also 
secures a considerable sum from the Govern- 
ment of this country for carryingthe malls. 

A meeting of the stockholders will prob- 
ably be called soon, when the question 
whether the company will continue its ex- 
istence will be decided upon.

PRINCESS KAIULANI LEAVES ENGLAND 
FoR AMERICA. | 


— : 
All She Wants Is a Chance to Convince 


Them That Her Rights Have Been |

Loxpow, Feb, 22.—The Princess, aaa 
heiressto the throne of Hawaii, sailed for 
New York to-day on the nore 

r. The 
ophilue Davies, wife and daughter, and by 
Miss artoff. Her residence in England 
has heretofore been kept secret, but Mr, 
Davies after repeated requests consented to 
permit a correspondent to have an inter- 
view with the Princess at his residence, 
called Sandown, Hesketh Park, Southpoft, 
where the young lady has been residing. Mr. 
Davies is the principal British merchant con- 
nected witb the Hawalfan Islands, and is 
said to be a strong supporterof British in 
terests in Hawaii. He has had charge of the 
Princess during herstayin England and is 
said to be on intimate terms with her rela- 
tives. Mr. Davies recetyed the correspon- 
dent and eagerly asked forthe latest 
news from America. He said he had to 
reply to his recent request to the Pro- 
visional Government to delay negotiations 
until he could bring the Princess to plead for 
her rights. He feared, he said, that the 
commissioners are hurrying to complete the 
deal before her arrival. He was confident 
that if Americans could see the Princess, who 
was a simple Christian girl, her. throne would 
be saved. 
to set her aside without a hearing. 

He knew Mr. Thurston and the other com- 
missioners intimately... He. had lived in 
Hawali himself for years. He and hig wife 
were friends of the parents of Kalulani, and 
when Mr. Thurston sent her to England he 
consented to be her guardian. The Princess 
spent her holidays at Sandown as one of the 
family, and was treated like a daughter. 

The Princess Kaulina 1s ‘tall and slender 
and witha more thoughtful air than might 
be expected in a school girl. She is a bru- 
nette with eyes of a gazelle and features that 
suggest just a suspicionof Kanaka origin. 
She was somewhat nervous during the inter- 
view. She said that she had no other thought 
than that the United States would treat her 
kindly. She had, she said, no definite plans, 
but would be guided by her guardian, Mr. 
Davies. She proposed to spend tWo days in 
New York and then visit Boston, Where she 
would remain until after the inauguration of 
President Cleveland. Then she would go to 
Washington, and would probably make 
a personal appeal to Mr. veland. 
The Princess added that she had “friends 
in America except the friends of Mr. Davies. 
She timidly expressed a hope that she might 
gain the sympathy of the American people.

It was evident that the Princess. was 
guided by the advice of her guardian in 
answering questions. 

The Princess said in answer to questions 
that she was entirely opposed to the policy 
of the Queen, and especially in regard to the 
bills which the Queen is reported to have 
signed and which guve rise to offense; The 
Princess said that she did not want Hawali 
to be under a protectorate’ of any sort. She 
wished Hawall to be independent. She be- 
lleves that America and Hawall should be 
warm friends. Shehad never seen the En- 
glish officials and did not believe that England 
would interfere in Hawaltian affairs. 

When asked if she would return to Enviand 
after her present visit to America the Prin- 
cess answered: Tes, ifI am successful. I 
will be of age next year and then I will carry 
out my original intention, for which the 
Hawalian Legislature voted $14,000 to visit 
Queen Victoria and thento visit the Presi- 
dent ofthe United States and then to pro- 
ceed to Hawall and assume the position to 
which I am entitled. 

The Princess said that she favored the 
proposition made by Mr. Davies to the Pro- 
visional Government of Hawall that a Re- 
gency should be appointed for three years, 
with S. B. Dole, the head of the Provisional 
Government, as President, the Princess to be 
crowned Queen of Hawaii at the termination 
of the Regency. 

Here the Princess excused herself on the 
ground of hurry in packingfor the journey 
to America. As she arose she said in a pa- 
thetic tone and with sudden spirit: ‘‘I want 
todo all I can tor my people, and to be an 
honest and true leader to them, I simply 
want to do my duty to beloved Hawailil.’’ 

The Princess shook hands. warmly with. 
the correspondent, and thanked: him for the 


sympathy shown with her cause, and asked 


him to convey her thanks to the American 
press for the hearing given her The Prin- 
cess and friends were then photographed in 
a group in the conservatory.. The party de- 
parted on the noon train to-day, alighted at 
Bootle and drove to the steamship dock, 
where they boarded the Teutonic: Although 
the name of the Princess was on the passen 
ger list her identity was unknown at South- 
port and elsewhere.

Unless a Mail-Room Is Provided in the 
New Union Depot. 


Business firms are becoming anxious con- 
cerning the new Union Depot on account of 
the delay that willresult from the change 
of location in dispatching malle. Owing 
to the distance from the  Post-office 


malls will have to close much earlier than 1s 
at present the case. Inreply to a question, 
Postmaster John B, Harlow said: 

‘If the present system of handling the 
mails is kept up we will have to close from 
twenty to thirty minutes earlier than we do 
now. The depot is not only farther 
away from the  Post-office, but there 
is also a hill for the wagons toclimb. I have 
been thinking overthe matter, and have de- 
viseda scheme by which the delay can be 

revented. For its succesful operation mail 
| facilities at the new depot are requisite. My 
plan is to have the late mails taken direct 
to the depot and handled there. 
Under the present system all letters 
have to be brought to the Post-office. They 
are handled and postmarked and then put in 
wagons and takento the depot. It may be

SIN-GUESSING CONTEST. 


Novel Plan Adopred by a Pastor to Ering 
People to Hig Church. 

JERSEY City, Feb. 22.—Rev. Dr. M. O. 
Gates, pastor of the little Methodist Church 
at the Height, has introduced a novel scheme 
to increase the attendance at his services. 
The plan evolved by Dr. Gates was to interest 
the adults through the children. He thought it 
out carefully and regarded it from all possi- 


ble points of view, He would each week ask 
a question from the pulpit that the children 
should answer during the week in writing. 
The following Sunday fe would read the an- 
swers fromthe pulpit, and the little boy or 
girl who, in his estimation sentinthe most 
acceptable answer would receive a certificate 
of merit as a reward. Dr. Gates thought 
that he could easily ask questions that the 
grows eople would be interested in, and he 

oped that the interest of parents would go 
so far that they would attend church to hear 
the answers read. Inthis he was not disap- 
pointed. 

Dr. Gates’ first selection in the way of a 
question wasa wise one and to this per- 
haps may be attributed the instantaneous 
success of his plan. The question Was, 
‘*What do youthink is the greatest sin?“ 

He distributed to all the children cards 
upon which the question was printed and 
upon which they were to write their 
answers. It was announced that all answers 
would be read from the pulpit at last Sun- 
day night’s service. 

Early inthe week the answers began to 
pour in. Some children sent in a sin that 
they considered as bad as any sin could be 
and then changed their minds and sent in 
sinsthatthey had decided were worse. 
Fathers, mothers, sisters and brothers de- 
voted all their spare time to the contempla- 
tion of the various varieties of sin Known on 
Jersey City Heights, and, as Dr. Gates had 
hoped, helped the children formulate their 
answers. 

People who never before had thought much 
about sin in a comparative way vegan to 
weigh one sin against another in the hope of 
determining the most unpardonable one. 
Sinners examined their consciences and the 
records of their neighbors in the hope of de- 
termining upon a sin that should outshine all 
others for simple, unadulterated wicked- 
ness. Bad little boys tried to think of worse 
things that other little boys had done. Bad 
little girls thought over all the bad things 
other little girls nad done in the hope that 
one would seem bad enough to send the good 
preacher. 

The result was that on last Sunday night 
when Dr. Gates appeared in the pulpit, the 
church was crowded to the 4oors. Not only 
were the members of the congregation there, 
but it was announced in the newspapers that 
the various ideas of the greatest sin were to 
be given to the public, and there were many 
visitors. The stack of answers on Dr. Gate’s 
desk was a big one, and everybody regarded 
it with interest. The pastor read many of the 
answers received, which covered all man- 
ner of sins to which man is prone, from 
theft to murder. A bright girl of 11 wrote, 
Tue greatest sin is todo wrong, and a boy of 
6 wrote, The greatest gin is to kill people.“ 
A girl of 14 admitted that there areso many 
kinds of sin that she really didn’t know 
which was worst, anda girl of 12 wrote, 
*‘*‘I think that blasphemy against the Holy 
Ghost is the greatest sin, for we read in 
Matthew ‘Wherefore I say unto you, all man- 
ner of sin and blasphemy shall be forgiven 
unto men, but the blasphemy against the 
Holy Ghost shall not be forgiven unto men.“ 

Other sins suggested were to lie to the 
Holy Ghost, 4160 « God and pa- 
rents,“ **adtsobeying pafentis,*’ ‘‘disobeyin 
God., taking the name ef God in vain’’an 
**seeing others suffer for our faults.’’ 

When allof the answers had been read the 
minister aenounced that the next question 
would be: What do you think isthe best 
way to get rid of sin?’* and cards were 
passed about on which the question was 
8 hhe guessing contest promises to 
ring about a genuine revival at the Heights.

less than a month. This is enough to 
scare the accident insurance companies, 
let alone people who expect to be pas- 
sengers. 2 

AN INSTRUCTIVE INSTANCE. 


The committee of the Illinois House ap- 
pointed to investigate the Wann railroad 
disaster has presented a report which 
should command the attention of the laws 
makers at Jefferson City, as well as at 
Springfield. It is of special interest to 
Missouri solons by reason of the bearing it 
has upon the employers’ liability bill 
now pending in the Legislature. 

The report reveals a gross carelessness 
on the part of the railroad management in 
the matter of employing men for import- 
ant places which indicates an utter disre- 
gard for human life. The switches which 
caused the fatal accident were in charge of 
a barber whe had only twenty-four hours’ 
experience in railroading, and of the other 
men in the yard one had been in the em- 
ploy of the railroad twenty-four days and 
another seventeen days. It was shown on 
the witness stand that several ot the yard- 
men at Wann were so new to their places 
that their names were not known to their 
associates. 

The safety of employes is dependent upon 
the efficiency of fellow employes, with the 
selection of whom they have nothing to 
do. They must look to the railroad man- 
agement for protection. If, through care- 
lessness or from motives of opposition -to 
labor organizations or greed, it employs 
incompetent and inexperienced men all of 
its employes must suffer the consequences. 
What justice is there in relieving the rail- 
roads of responsibility for the disastrous 
results of their own conduct? What justice 
is there in compelling employes to suffer 
the consequences of the murderous greed 
or carelessness of theiremploying corpora- 
tions? 

The conclusion forced upon the Illinois 
Committee by the disclosures of the inves- 
tigation is embodied in a bill establishing 
the liability of railroad companies for in- 
jury to their employes. It is an instruc- 
tive instance which should influence the 
action of our own Legislature wpon the 
fellow-servant bill. 
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CONVICT LABOR IN ILLINOIS. 


Illinois is grappling with the convict 
labor question, which seems to be as per- 
plexing there as in Missouri. No . 
visions have been made for employing | 
the convict inside the walls of the peni- 
tentiaries by the Stateand the contract 
system is discredited. The only solution 
of the difficulty in sight is the use of the 
prisoners on public roads, and this pro- 
posal seems to be generally supported by 
the press. 
Whatever may be the practical difficul- 
ties in the way of other suggestions there 
can be no doubt that the moral objection 
against this plan should be a sufficient 
bar to it. 
no doubt make a large profit and perform 
a great public service by building roads 
with such labor, but it is inexpedient 
to make a profit out of crime or to 
make the degradation of humanity a 
source of public convenience. In legisia- 
tion as in private conduct it will generally 
be found that practicality and morality are 
not so far apartas some politicians would 
have us think, But whenever they are 
found to be not identical every effort 
should be made to break down the obsta- 
cles which scare men of common sense and 
do the humane thing regardless of conse- 
quences. 
No one will pretend that the €mploy- 
mentof criminals in plain view, where 
they can be seen of all men, has not a 
demoralizing effect both upon the convicts 
and the people. The experience of the 
States which have leased convicts 
to railroad builders is a suffi- 
cient demonstration of this and the 
experiment should not be repeated in more 
thickly settled communities like Illinois 
or Missouri. There are very few offenders 
who are wholly irreclaimable, but to ex- 
pose them tothe contemptand gibes of 
the whole country side isto ‘push them 
still further down the moral incline on 
| which they are placed. They have a right 
to demand an opportunity to recover 
themselves and the State has no right to 
withhold guch an opportunity. 
When the moral sense of the people is 
aroused on this subject, as it can be by a 
very few plain appeals, these monstrous 
proposals will be energetically rejected if 
indeed they areever heard. And in the

How Subsidies Work. 
From the New York WORLD. 

By way of ‘‘facilitating ocean commerce’’ 
the Government pays a subsidy to the Pacific 
Mall Steamship Co. 

The Pacific Mail Steamship Co. makesa 
compact for another subsidy, to be paid bya 
pool of transcontinental railroads, for the 
purpose of restricting commerce. In consia- 
eration of this railroad subsidy the steam- 
ship company agrees not ‘to carry on 
commerce by sea except to a very 
limited and prescribed extent, and by virtue 
of still another contract with the Panama 
Rallroad Co. for a monopoly of the right to 
issue through bills of lading this steamship 
concern practically suppresses the com- 
merce which itis paid a Government bonus 
to promote. 

This is a state of facts which had existed 
for a considerable time until a quarrel with 
the Panama Railroad Co, broke it up. 

Further than this, the transcontinental 
railroad companies which have thus been 
paying the subsidized steamship company 
not to earn the money it received from the 
Government are themselves heavily subsi- 
dized by the Government, and are besides 
shameless defaulters in their debts due the 
Treasury, 

The whole business of subsidizing private 
enterprises is a wrong and is the fruitful 
mother of rascalities.

It Is the Hour When Malaria Gets in Its 
Worst Wor. 


From the Chicago News-Record. 

The special danger of the sunset hour in 
malarial regions may be owing to the follow- 
ing conditions: 

The microbes or spores concentrate ata 
level a little above the ground, exactly as one 
may observe the dust of carriages in the road 
in a thick horizontal layer settle on a warm, 
moist evening; then there is no lifting by as- 
cending air currents, buta sortof beating 


down to a low level, and their coherence Is 
caused by the disposition of vapor on the dust 
particles as the air cools. 

Thus, overa dried marsh there would be 
great condensation of microbes or spores, 
which could no longer disperse. They would 
gather about the height of a man’s head, 
just as we see a ground fogis still, moist air 
after a warm day in autumn; the ‘organisms 
were given off while the surface ofthe ground 
was warm, ve they accumulate a little 
above it as radiation carries off the heat and 
cools the lowest stratum of alr. 

About sunset the earth is still warm and 
Thales moisture into the air above it, and 
with the earth-organisms are largely given 
off. The human Dody is at that time most 
susceptible to their action, because the rapid 
cooling of the skin drives the blood. to the 
inner surfaces Of the throat and these con- 
gested inner surfaces favor the inoculativun 
by germs drawn in with the breath.

Hizgh Altitudes Which These 
Creatures Reach. 


From Pearsall’s Weekly. 

A correspondent writing from California 
gives interesting observations upon the oc- 
currence of butterfiles at elevations much 
above any notedin Europe. It is remarka- 
ble, says he, thatthese creatures of a sum- 
mer Gay can fiy so far and can bear such a 
degree of cold as they can do in crossing our 


mountain ranges. 

Last summer, while on a peak of the Sierra 

Nevada Mountains, at an altitude of 13,000 
feet, 1 saw putterfiles sailing leisurely about 
in the air above me with no more ado than if 
it had been a. lowland garden, That was 
above ¢ the line of perpetaaisnow. In climb. 
ing that peak I had pasged over snow ten 
feet deep. 
At another time, in the summer of 1890, I 
saw butterfies at un altitude of 11,000 feet on 
a mountain of British Columbia, near the 
southeastern frontier of Alaska.
